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EDITORIAL 


A CORNISH CAROL is not simply a Christmas Hymn, 
but more like a species of folk-song, and being set to mu- 
sic by comparatively untrained musicians it is a quaint, 
original and somewhat crude expression of the great Christ- 
mas tradition. 


During the middle of last century many Cornish fami- 
lies migrated to Australia, and as new communities were 
formed, there also the CORNISH CAROL appeared as a 
bond between the old and the new. In this collection a 
few only of those that I have known for sixty years have 
been selected; in some instances the phrasing and harmony 
have been revised, care being taken to retain as much as 
possible the idiom of CORNISH CAROLS. 


Some of the airs are very beautiful and are capable 
of great musical expression. 


My own compositions extend over a period of filty years, 
and are included for what they are worth in the hope that 
they may help to a revival of CORNISH CAROL singing 
and therefore make the book worth while.
